Of all the beneficial measures passed 
by the Republican party during the 
recent session of Congress, there is 
probabiy not one which has given 
more genuine satisfaction.to the people 
of the Pacific Coast than the Silver 
Bill.

| bill, than which there has been no more 


beneficial act since the resumption of 
specie payment. It provides, in brief, 
that the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall purchase 4,500,000 ounces of sil- 
ver per month, at the market price, 
and ‘ssue in payment therefor legal 
tender Treasury notes, redeemable in 
coin, thus affording an annual in- 
crease in money of over %60,000,- 
000. The Democratic Bland act. 
under which the value of Silver fell 
to the lowest figure it has everreached, 
the value of farm products following 
in its wake, afforded an: annual in- 
crease of $24,000,000; but the money 
was of doubtful reputation alittle more 
than ten years after the passage of the 
Bland act—in May 1888—the silver in 
an American dollar was worth but a 
little over 70 cents. Today, it is 
worth about 92 cents. When 
the Bland act went into effect, in 1878, 
silver was worth 31.204. On the very 
next day it fell, and kept falling stead- 
ily. The Democrats kept running it 
down until, in 1888, it nearly touched 
91 cents. The day after Har- 
rison was inaugurated, silver began to 
climb, and when the Fitty-first Con- 
gress met it had climbed up to 96}. 
Today it is worth about $1.19. 

Is not this a pretty clear showing of 
the relative competency of the Repub- 
licans and the Democrats to deal with 
matters of national finance? Since 
Harrison’s inauguration, the value of 
our silver coin has increased $90,238,- 
000. This isnot all. Farm products 
have similarly grown ifi value. The 
wheat crop of 1589 averaged a little 
less than 70 cents a bushel. The 
same crops would sell, at to-day’s 
prices, for $154,526,400 more than was 
actually realized.

A CLEVER ROGUE. 


JAMES WILSON, AN INSURANCE 
SHARP, ARRESTED. 


He Was Supposed to be Dead and 
His Sorrowing Widow Col- 
lected the Premium— 

His Methods. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Prescott (Ariz.,) Oct, 8.—|By the 
Associated Press.] Under Sheriff 
Murray McInerny yesterday lodged in 
jail here one of the most noted swind- 
lers in the Southwest. He goes by the 
name of James M. Wilson, alias 
Matthews, alias Holley, alias Maddi- 
son, and his peculiar vocation has been 
to swindle insurance companies. His 
first adventure was in Arkansas some 
years ago, when he blew up a cottage 
in which he lived. The explosion oc- 


‘curred prematurely, and as a result he 


was severely injnred, and now wears a 
silver plate on the top of his head. 
His supposed body was found in the 
wreck and buried by his sorrowing 
widow, who received the amount of his 
life insurance policy. 


In 1888 he located in Dona Ana 
county, N. M., with his wife, who is a 
beautiful young woman, and immedi- 
ately took out a life insurance policy 
for $8000 in the New York Mutual and 
an additional policy for $10,000. A 
few months after receiving the policy 
a fishing excursion was organized on 
the Rio Grande and Wilson was re- 
ported drowned. A search for the 
body resulted in finding acorpse, which 
was buried. The suspicions of the 
insurance companies were aroused and 
an investigation commenced, when 
Wilson's wife and other confederates 
became alarmed and, fled the country. 

A large reward was offered for his 
arrest and some of the best detectives 
in the country were in searchof him. 
During a recent visit to Jerrome Under 
Sheriff McInerny . identified Wilson 
there and made the arrest. Wilson 
admits his identity, but claims to have 
falien out of the bogt:in’ the Rio 
Grande accidentally aud floated a long’ 
distance down 6 ream “before reaching 
shore. Having had ‘a quarrel’ previ- 
ously with his wife, he says he thought 


it would be a good way to avenge him- 


self on her by pretending to be

IV, of the Federal Constitution is as 
follows: 
New States may be admitted by Congress 
by this Union, but no new State shall be 
formed or erected within the jurisdiction of 

“any other State: nor shall any State be 
formed by the junction of two or more 
States or parts of States without the con- 
sent of the Legislatures of the States con- 
cerned, as well as of Congress. 

It may fairly be held that the pro- 
hibition against State division is abso- 
lute and that the requirement of the 
consent of the Legislatures of the 
States concerned and of Congress ap- 
plies only to the junction of States or 
parts of states. Having prohibited 
state division the framers of the con- 
stitution may have proceeded to pre- 
scribe the conditions upon which a 
junction of two States or parts of States 
might be effected. Our Democratic 
friends will remember that when 
Texas was admitted a clause was in- 
troduced into the admission act re- 
serving the right of the State to divide 
itself. If the right was constitutional 


no special clause would have been 


necessary inthe admission act. What- 
ever may have been the inten- 
tion of the framers of the 
constitution public opinion has de- 
clared in favur of the -non-division 
construction of the constitution.

The Triumphant March of the Tall 
Colonel Into the Hearts of His 
Countrymen — Enthusi- 
asm Everywhere. 


[Delayed Letter. | 

REDDING (Shasta Co.,) Sept. 30.— 
[Staff correspondence of Tue TIuxs.!] 
September, with the Republican 
standard-bearer, went out into the 
never-regainable past, tonight, in a 
perfect tornado of enthusiasm, and

It is because Stanford is one of a gang 
of consprators who by well known 
methods induced a corrupt Congress 
to make a gift to them of fifty million 
acres of the public domain, and by the 
same methods induced that Congress 
to make a loan to them of $50,000,000 
in Government bonds and ac- 
cept a worthless second mortgage on 
the road-bed for security. | 

It is because Stanford and his associ- 
ates have by thé same methods pre- 
vented any Congressional legislation 
looking toward the collection of that 
debt, or even the interes: on it. 

It is because they have violated the 
Thurman a ‘ts * required a cer- 
tain amount of the gross earnings of 
the Pacific roads to paid into the 
United States Treasury) by leaving all 
the lines of the road to the Southern 
Pacific Company of Kentucky,” for a 
nominal rental, leaving no gross earn- 
ings, which was a violation of law and 
was of the same moral, if not legal, 
effect as a vast embezzlement of pub- 
lic moneys.

The influence of Stanford has thus 
cut off the compensation for tbe work 
of three years of these special counsel 
for the Government, though a million 
acres of public land has been nerly or 

uite saved to the United States and to 
the people. * 

In these important suite of the 
United States against the Central Pa- 
cific and Southern Pacific railroads, 
Stanford bas deprived the Government 
of the einews of war. Stanford has no 
-objection to appr 
of dollars for pretended river and har- 
bor improvements (except for a harbor 
for Los Angeles.) but he will not per- 
mit the Government to pay the special 
counsel, who deprive him of a million 
acres of public land in Southern Call- 
fornia, nor the counsel who compel 
him to construct and maintain an in- 
dependent telegraph line from the 
Missouri River to the Pacific.
